Officials investigate potential 
hazardous materials 


AGAWAM -— A four and a half hour mara- 
thon meeting ended in the passage of the fis- 
cal year 2012 budget with a $250,000 cut the 
City Council hopes will be used to go into 
the Agawam Public Schools budget and save 
paraprofessionals. 

Monday night, the budget was presented at 
the regular council meeting at Roberta Doer- 
ing School. 

With discussion exhausted and several at- 
tacks against town officials for making cuts 
on the school budget, Councilor Gina Le- 
tellier proposed cutting $250,000 out of the 
town’s side of the budget, removing $250,000 
from the reserve fund line item. 

Mayor Richard Cohen, hearing the views 
of the council and the members of the public 
who spoke at the meeting, pledged he would 
come back before the council soon with a 
proposal for a supplemental budget, restor- 
ing $250,000 of the $1.6 million cut from the 
school budget. The money would be used to 
save several positions that were cut. 

With several pending “No” votes com- 
ing, Letellier made the proposal. It re- 
ceived the full support of the City Council, 

which was obligated by the town charter 
to pass a budget within four days. 

The budget was adjusted at 
$72,802,202 for operations, including 
the school budget. 

At the same time Letellier made the 
proposal, she made a plea to the various 
unions to go back to the negotiating table 

for fiscal year 2013, when they are due a 2 
percent raise. The council accepted funding 
the teachers’ contract it originally turned

AGAWAM — A portion of Springfield Street 
in the Feeding Hills section of Agawam was 
shut down last week when emergency per- 
sonnel were informed of a potential hazard- 
ous materials situation, officials said Thurs- 
day, June 16. 

According to Agawam Police Chief Rob- 
ert Campbell, the department received a call 
on Wednesday, June 15 from the local Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation (FBI) regarding 
information of potential hazardous materi- 
als possibly located in a residence at 1162 
Springfield St.

Cohen pays $1,000 fine

AGAWAM — The state Ethics Commis- 
sion recently cited Agawam High School 
Guidance Counselor Alan Cohen for a con- 
flict of interest law violation after he report- 
edly failed to follow hiring procedures for a 
2010 summer school hire. 

According to a release issued from the 
state ethics commission dated June 8, Co- 
hen admitted to violating the conflict of in- 
terest law by hiring AHS Principal Steven 
Lemanski’s son for a summer teaching posi- 
tion without following the school’s standard 
hiring procedure. 

The release included a Disposition Agree- 
ment with the State Ethics Commission, 
which Cohen signed on May 25. 

According to the agreement, prior to Sep- 
tember 2010, Cohen, as the summer school

summer school program, including staff hir- 
ing. The program ran for four weeks from 
July 6 through Aug. 2. 

Sometime prior to the start of the 2010 
summer school program, Cohen learned the 
previous summer school physical education 
teacher would be retiring. Because Cohen 
knew that Lemanski’s son was finishing 
college and would graduate with a major in 
physical education, he requested Lemanski’s 
son submit his resume and transcripts. 

The younger Lemanski, who was not iden- 
tified in state documents, filled out a summer- 
school teacher application May 28, 2010. 
His resume, as well as his summer school 
application, indicated he did not have his col- 
lege degree or teaching certification but that 
he anticipated receiving them Dec. 31, 2010 
after he completed his student teaching. 

The hiring was in violation of AHS poli- 
cies and procedures, which state that summer 
school positions must be posted internally 
for 10 days before a hiring and a screening 
committee must review applications. 

The Ethics Commission determined, ““Co-

AGAWAM -— Throughout the last three 
years, Six Flags New England has spent $21 
million on capital improvement projects, in- 
cluding a new “Gotham City” rollercoaster. 
Investments are expected to continue through- 
out the coming years, according to the park’s 
president Jason Freeman. 

He is confident that his park and its parent 
corporation are both in good shape for the 
challenging years ahead. One year after the 
latter, Six Flags Entertainment Corp. emerged 
from a grueling bankruptcy process. The re- 
organized company is committed to giving the 
individual parks greater autonomy than it had 
in the past, certain that the management of 
each park knows its own target market best. 

“We also have a five-year plan going for- 
ward that includes continued significant capi- 
tal expenditure,” said Freeman. “It puts us in 
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Six Flags leadership confident in annual success 


a better position. Rather than living season- 
to-season, we have a plan now for five years 
out.” 


Emerging anew from bankruptcy battle 

Of course there are always some develop- 
ments that are outside the control of an enter- 
prise. The parent corporation ran into trouble 
as early as 2004 when it began closing and 
selling properties in the face of troubling lev- 
els of debt. 

Despite the sales, the difficulties contin- 
ued and Six Flags was de-listed by the New 
York Stock Exchange in April 2009. During 
that June, it filed for bankruptcy court protec- 
tion from its creditors. Though the bankruptcy 
proceedings proved contentious, the company 
emerged under new ownership and manage- 
ment in May 2010. 

“When we came out of bankruptcy, we 
changed our CEO [chief executive officer] 
and our COO [chief operating officer],” Free- 
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man said. “The new CEO has experience in 
righting companies that have been through re- 
organizations and our COO is a veteran theme 
park leader.” 

The new chief executive officer is Jim 
Reid-Anderson, who was praised in 2005 as 
a “turnaround machine” by the publication 
Smart Business Chicago for his work with the 
medical diagnostics firm Dade Behring. 

The chief operating officer is Alexander 
Weber, who has experience at Palace Enter- 
tainment, Paramount Parks and Kings Leisure 
Partners. 


The cost of recovery 

Here in Agawam, summer 2010 was a suc- 
cessful one. “Of course we had very good 
weather,’ Freeman said. But a key point in the 
season’s success was that when times are tight, 
“people realize that they get value for their 
money” by coming to Six Flags, he said. “It’s 
six, eight, even 10 hours of face time with the 
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people you love for only a little more than it 
would cost you to sit in a dark audience with 
them watching a movie for two hours.” 

Still, to the extent that a recovery is under- 
way, it seems quite tentative and the economic 
content in which the park operates contains 
many uncertainties. The price of gasoline that 
families use in order to visit the park is high 
on that list. This year, the average price of a 
gallon of gasoline in Massachusetts as of mid- 
June is $3.71, according to AAA of Southern 
New England. This is just a bit higher than the 
national average, and $1 higher than it was in 
mid-June 2010. 

“Tf gasoline stays at $4, or below $4, then 
we'll be fine,’ Freeman said. “Families take 
shorter trips when gasoline is expensive, and 
we are within commuting distance of a lot of 
people.” 

He also said, though, that if gasoline should 
rise to $4.50 or higher, the park may run into 
trouble.

Taking stock of what 
we (really) have 


A home and business owners in our 
communities have begun the occasion- 
ally painful — and often tedious — process 
of rebuilding following the tornadoes that 
touched down earlier this month, some of 
them have only just started to read the fine 
print on documents they thought were insur- 
ing their future. 

We have heard the horror stories about 
confusing or combative conversations with 
insurance companies over what residents 
and other property owners thought was cov- 
ered, versus what those entities seem willing 
to pay for now. 

This type of miscommunication occurs 
after any catastrophic loss, but that is no 
comfort to anyone that is now dealing with 
trying to reconstruct his or her home or live- 
lihood. According to the state Division of 
Insurance, as of a week ago, 8,200 insur- 
ance claims totaling an estimated $140 mil- 
lion had been reported by carriers in Central 
and Western Massachusetts, which included 
$120 million in home insurance claims, $15 
million in auto insurance claims and $5 mil- 
lion in commercial property claims. With 
those numbers expected to grow as more 
claims are filed in the near future, it is easy 
to feel lost in the mix. 

But the good news is that there are steps 
that can be taken to both make the present 
process flow a little smoother and safeguard 
oneself from misunderstanding and frustra- 
tion in the future. 

The most important thing to remember 
is to take plenty of photos both before and 
after damage occurs, keep receipts of any 
work completed and maintain an inventory 
list of everything that you own, to make sure 
that the insurance company has a complete 
picture of what the full extent of the loss 
is. Copies should be kept in a safe location 
away from the property in question. This 
will be extremely valuable to have once an

insurance adjuster arrives at your property or 
when you travel to one of the new Federal 
Emergency Management Agency (FEMA)- 
driven disaster resource centers, located at 
Granite Valley Middle School in Monson 
and Hitchcock Academy in Brimfield. Insur- 
ance consumers can also call the Division of 
Insurance’s consumer hotline at 617-521- 
7777 or visit www.mass.gov/stormrecovery. 

It has been noted that there are many con- 
tractors (many principled, but others that are 
not) that are roving the countryside offering 
home repair services. For the work to be up 


to code — and reimbursable — a contractor 
needs to be registered in the state. Whenever 
possible, references should be sought; the 
state Office of Consumer Affairs and Busi- 
ness Regulation offers helpful information 
in this regard at www.mass.gov/consumer or 
by calling 888-283-3757. 

People need to have a full understand- 
ing of their insurance policy. Some policies 
don’t cover substantial tree loss unless they 
are resting on a covered structure; he noted 
that tree loss in New England is so common 
that for there to be no limit, premiums would

be substantially higher for everyone. But on 
the other hand, even if the cost of replacing 
an item exceeds the value of the item lost, 
many insurance policies will pay for the dif- 
ference once a receipt is presented. Recov- 
ery work can begin, just be careful it’s ac- 
counted for and documented. 

We all owe it to ourselves to be educated 
on what we have and what we have the right 
to expect — especially with so many others 
standing in the same line.

Governor’s flip-flop 
bad for Commonwealth 
To the editor: 


On Friday, June 10, the Patrick Adminis- 
tration stated the Governor will not be sign- 
ing Massachusetts onto the federal Secure 
Communities initiative. This is a reversal of 
his December announcement that the state 
would sign onto the federal program. Why 


has the governor flip-flopped on this im- 
portant program? It would seem he is more 
concerned for the welfare of crime-commit- 
ting non-citizens than the legal, law-abiding 
ones. 

The Secure Communities initiative is a 
federal fingerprinting program that would 
share prints with the United States Immi- 
gration and Customs Enforcement agency 
to verify the immigration status of those ar- 
rested in the Commonwealth. Boston is cur- 
rently the only community in Massachusetts 
enrolled in the program. 

According to the State House News Ser- 
vice, since the start of the Secure Communi- 
ties program in 2008, the information sharing 
capability between local law enforcement 
agencies and ICE has been expanded to 
1,331 jurisdictions in 42 states. According 
to the Department of Homeland Security, 
151,590 convicted criminal aliens have been 
booked into ICE custody through March 31, 
2011, and 77,160 have been deported. This 
demonstrates the program’s effectiveness 
and necessity. 

We call on Gov. Patrick to stop flip-flop- 
ping and do what is in the best interest of all 
lawful Massachusetts residents. Enroll the 
Commonwealth in this imperative public 
safeguard. Take this simple step to make our 
communities safe and secure from illegal 
immigrants who commit crimes in the Com- 
monwealth.

‘Cowboy’ lassoes emer 


EMT/author speaks at library talk

If the life of an emergency responder is harrowing, no doubt 
a book on the subject would be a page-turner. 

Lisa Carney, who was the featured writer for the June 6 Au- 
thorTalk at the Agawam Public Library, regaled her audience 
with anecdotes from her first novel, “Cowboy in the City,’ a 
fictional story based on her experiences as an EMT. 

“T chose fiction over a memoir because I wanted to tell a big- 
ger story with a theme,” said Carney. “I especially wanted to 
talk about kids and how we, as a society, treat them.” 

The plot follows the story’s main character, Liz Casey, 
through her years as a fresh-faced rookie in a small town am- 
bulance service in the early 1990s. It’s the kind of story rife 
with interesting character connections, missteps and concerns, 
especially when a corporate transition combines two groups of 
city and suburban medics. 

Some of paramedics, however, don’t play by the rules. 
They’re the “cowboys,” slang for medics who take risks and 
doesn’t necessarily do what they’re told. The connotation can 
be positive or negative...end up saving a person’s life and the 
“cowboy” is rugged and right, one slip up and they become 
nothing more than a rodeo clown. 

As the pages turn, Casey becomes a seasoned EMT in a 
world that forces her right into the thick of extra long shifts, 
complete with comedies and tragedies, paperwork and the need 
for order in a survival-of-the-fittest melding of two polar op- 
posite groups. 

“My lead character has all the benefits of my hindsight,” said 
Carney. “She learns as she goes that it’s not about the uniform or 
the life-risking events, it’s about the people you get to meet.” 

Carney began her career as an on-call EMT in Agawam. A 
native of Hampden, she is now retired from Wilbraham as a 
paramedic/firefighter after injuring her hip in 2006. 

“T went from a 24/7 job to on the couch,” said Carney. “I tried 
my hand at fiction because I love writing.” 

Carey has always enjoyed books and is a self-proclaimed 
“library person.” She has taken writing classes but this novel 
has been her greatest labor of love, she said. Self-published in 
March 2010, the novel took a year to write and another year to 
edit with a professional editor. 

Facebook has helped Carney get the word out about her book 
and reader reaction has been encouraging. She has received fa- 
vorable reviews from EMS trade publications and has appeared 
on the Rock 102’s morning show with Bax and O’Brien. 
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Lisa Carney, displaying her copy of “Cowboy in 
the City,” was the featured author this month at 
Agawam Public Library. 


Carney, who currently works as a teacher for the Springfield 
College Emergency Services Management Program, hopes that 
the book can start a constructive dialogue for new EMTs at the 
beginning of their journey. 

“The book is readymade for an EMS audience and hopefully 
can help them figure out how to fix or make their job better,” 
said Carney. ““The profession really starts to become challeng- 
ing once emotions take over after performance becomes second 
nature.” 

Even with a narrative focused on everything ambulance, Car- 
ney hopes that non-emergency professionals will pick up the 
book because all readers can relate to a job that has changed 
them for the better. She also hopes the up-and-coming field of 
“Emergency Fiction” will help shed a positive light on a career 
that is often mysterious to the world that it serves.

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Local resident keeping WWII history alive 


From the time he was five years old, Feeding Hills resident 
Frank J. Andruss, Jr. has loved planes. His passion for them 
has continued into his young adult life. “I can remember going 
to the local air shows at Barnes and Westover Air Force Bases 
with my dad, and just loving every minute. Seeing the planes 
fly was not enough for Andruss; he felt the need to be near 
them as well. 

His love for World War II airplanes was in large part due to 
his father, Frank J. Andruss, Sr., who took the time to teach 
him about these vintage aircraft. Watching just about every 
film made, Andruss started to take an interest in one particular 
plane, the massive F4U-Corsair, a gulled winged monster that 
was both a land-based and carrier fighter plane. The Corsair 
was manufactured at the Chance Vought plant, located in Strat- 
ford, Conn. Made famous by the Black Sheep Squadron and its 
leader Gregory (Pappy) Boyington, some say this was the best 
piston Fighter plane of WWII. With a maximum speed of 435 
M.P.H. at 15,000 feet, this plane was more than a match for the 
nimble Japanese Zero. “The Zero was more maneuverable,” 
said Andruss, “but when handled correctly, the Corsair could 
out climb and was faster, especially at high altitudes.” 

The plane gained quite a reputation while serving with 
the Marines in the South Pacific. One squadron nicknamed 
the Black Sheep enjoyed much success against the Japanese, 
downing 94 planes while having nine aces within their ranks. 
After the war, the Black Sheep would make the big time in 
the hit series, Ba Ba Black Sheep with Robert Conrad playing 
Major Pappy Boyington. 

During the war, over 12,571 of these planes would be built 
at plants in Stratford, Goodyear, and Brewster. At peak produc- 
tion, these plants would turn out 300 planes per month. The 
Corsair would be designed around the Pratt and Whitney XR- 
2800 Double Wasp engine. This twin row, 18-cylinder, radial 
engine initially produced about 1850 HP, and ultimately pro- 
duced about 2,450 HP with water injection by the end of the 
war. One of the most distinctive features of the plane, said 
Andruss, was its cranked or inverted gull wing. This was de- 
signed to raise the nose of the plane farther from the ground to 
allow use of the largest possible propeller. This was to make 
efficient use of the engines high power. The wings were also 
power folded by the pilot for storage on carrier decks. It should 
be noted, said Andruss, that it wasn’t until April 1944 that the 
Navy cleared the powerful fighter for shipboard use, due to 
the planes high landing speed, and the pilot’s limited visibility 
over the big radial engine. 

During WWII, the Corsair would destroy over 2,140 enemy 
aircraft, while losing 189. What makes this fighter so unique is 
that it would serve in three major wars beginning with WWII, 
Korea, and serving with the French Navy (who flew the F4U- 
7) in Indochina. The plane would also become a night fighter in 
Korea, carrying improved radar in the wings, and four 20mm 
cannons in the wings. During WWII, the plane had no radar, 
and carried six .50 caliber browning machine guns, three to a 
wing. It was also capable of carrying bomb loads, and became 
avery good fighter/bomber. Production of this wonderful plane 
would end in 1952, but the history of the plane would live on

through the efforts of hundreds of volunteers and those fortu- 
nate enough to buy these relics of the past. Andruss was one 
of these people who might never own one of his own planes, 
but still he wanted to do his part. He would begin the task of 
trying to collect as much history on this plane as possible. 
Over the years, Andruss put together a very nice collection of 
artifacts, including, pins, patches, photographs, booklets, and 
other items that would tell the story of this vintage airplane. 
Taking it one step further, Andruss attended many air shows, 
introducing himself to those who were restoring these planes 
to flying condition. 

“T just started to hang around several of the guys, and lis- 
tened and learned. I wanted donate my time, so I headed down 
to the Bradley Air Museum in Windsor Locks, Connecticut to 
speak with them.” 

The museum has a Corsair on static display and Andruss 
figured he could help out with the plane. Although this did not 
work out, due to his work schedule, he did manage to meet 
several nice people.

Andruss became even more involved when he decided to 
purchase a flight suit. “I thought it would be great to actually 
dress up like the original WWII Pilots.” 

His thought was to stand next to the planes at the air shows 
and interact with the guests, giving them information about the 
plane. Many times people look at the planes, but really do not 
know much about them. He started to make contacts with the 
show coordinators at Westover and Barnes Airports to see if 
this was a possibility. Although little would become of trying 
to get involved with the local air shows, Andruss continued to 
meet former pilots and others that were associated with differ- 
ent planes. 

Jerry O’Neil, one of the show coordinators in Connecticut, 
would help Andruss with his first event. In 2005, he would dress 
as a Pacific pilot and attend one of the air shows in Stratford, 
Conn. He would meet owner/pilot of Marine’s Dream, Tom 
Duffy, and become friends. “Frank is truly interested in the 
history of the Corsair and really knows his stuff,’ said Duffy. 
“He stayed with my plane and answered any and all questions, 
and I appreciate his efforts.” 

Over time, Andruss has attended several air shows, even 
doing one in 2006 at Geneseo, N.Y. A dream come true for 
Andruss was when he was asked to bring his Corsair collec- 
tion to the May 29, 2010 Corsairs Over Connecticut event. 
This would commemorate the first flight of the Corsair from 
the Stratford plant. A three-day show, Andruss would work the 
event dressed as a pilot, while his father watched over his col- 
lection in the hangar. An incredible five Corsairs took to the 
air during this once in a lifetime event. Last month, Andruss 
attended anther air show in Stratford, once again dressing for 
the show and speaking to those in attendance. 

“T enjoy talking with people and giving them information 
about this wonderful plane,” he explained. “It’s my way of giv- 
ing back and helping to keep the history of the Corsair alive.” 

Andruss is looking to become a member and volunteer for 
the group that is attempting to restore an original Brewster 
F3A-1 Corsair, known as the Sikorsky Memorial Corsair in 
Stratford. He can be reached at whistlingdeathcorsairs @ ya- 
hoo.com if you wish to talk about this wonderful plane, or have 
any photos or artifacts to share.

hen used his official position as summer school director to 
secure for the principal’s son this unwarranted privilege by 
hiring the principal’s son as the summer school PE teacher.” 
Documents went on to state that the privilege “was not 
otherwise properly available to similarly situated individu- 
als, such as other potential applicants for the position.” 
Lemanski’s son reportedly earned $1,200 (or about $30 
per hour) for teaching the course. 
Cohen paid a $1,000 civil penalty for the infraction. 
Lemanski declined to comment on the matter at press- 
time. 


“My only comment would be is that this is a personnel is- 
sue and the superintendent is working on it,’ Lemanski wrote 
in an email dated June 17. 

A call to the school superintendent’s office seeking com- 
ment was not returned at presstime.

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The department posted a police officer at that location 
and coordinated with Massachusetts State Police, the FBI 
and other agencies to investigate, Campbell said. 

FBI Special Agent Richard DesLauriers, who traveled to 
Agawam from the FBI’s Boston office, said a search of the 
residence was conducted to locate the possible dangerous 
items, but that the search came up inconclusive. 

“There is no indication anyone has been harmed,” he 
said, adding appropriate specialized teams were utilized 
to “cautiously and methodically” search the area until the 
investigation was complete. 

In 2004, police searched the same apartment building 
and reportedly found a biological toxin called ricin, as well 
as a number of weapons and several chemicals that could 
be used to assemble explosives. Following that search, 
police arrested Michael A. Crooker, who recently pleaded 
guilty to possession of a potentially lethal toxin and threat- 
ening a federal prosecutor. He was set to be sentenced this 
month to as many as 15 years in jail, according to reports. 

Police and federal investigators declined to comment on 
whether Crooker was connected to last week’s investiga- 
tion. 

“T’m not at liberty to discuss the source of the informa- 
tion right now,” said Deslauriers. “It’s reliable information 
but I can’t tell you the source.” 

Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen said he was happy 
to report that the residents in the area were safe. Residents 
from the apartment complex were evacuated around 9 a.m. 
on Thursday, he said. 

Students at Agawam Junior High School, just down the 
street from the area targeted by investigators, were in no 
danger, Cohen said. 

Springfield Street re-opened around 2:40 p.m. when the 
FBI completed its investigation. Following the completion 
of the search, the FBI continued to refuse comment on if it 
found anything. 

“Tt is the FBI’s policy not to comment on investigations 
or searches,” said FBI Supervisor Mark Karangekis. “We 
cannot say if or what items were found in an FBI opera- 
tion.” 

Campbell said the Agawam Police Department cooper- 
ated fully with the FBI’s search, and was in charge of se- 
curing the scene, keeping traffic out of the area, and the 
evacuation of residents from the building.

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away when passing the budget. 

Included in the 2012 budget are | percent raises for many 
town unions and the school unions. Those unions are all due 
a 2 percent raise in 2012. 

“T ask that you go back to the negotiating table and consid- 
er what this will do to our budget next year,” Letellier said. 
Other councilors echoed her comments. 

City Council Vice President Robert Rossi spent several 
minutes asking Cohen and Superintendent Dr. Mary Czja- 
kowski about their approaches to the budgets, trying to go 
through several accounts to see if there were ways to restore 
funding in certain areas, specifically where the schools in- 
tended to cut 13 paraprofessionals and nearly four full-time 
employees. 

The cuts upset several parents and teachers, who spoke 
during a period of time in favor of the budget, but did so sim- 
ply to beg the council not to make any further cuts. 

Councilors Rossi, Letellier and Robert Magovern all were 
prepared to vote against the budget, saying they believed 
they were sending a wrong message by voting for a budget 
that included the raises and obligated them to 2 percent raises 
next year. 

“The amount we’re going to have to spend on the raises 
will then double next year,” Rossi said. “And things are not 
going to be better next year.” 

With a budget passed and the town charter now satisfied, it 
allows Cohen to come back before the council with a supple- 
mental budget to handle the “cut” made by Letellier.

Cichetti was one of three Ad Hoc CPA subcommittee 
members who voted to send a negative recommendation to 
the full council. 

Walsh cast the only vote of the ad hoc committee to send it 
to the council with a positive recommendation. His decision 
does not mean he is against the CPA. 

“Tf it was put on the ballot I would probably vote to keep 
the CPA,” Walsh said. “I think the resolution is a question 
of whether we will permit the voters to make this decision. 
The economy is much different than when we started this in 
2001.” 

Bitzas also said he supports the CPA and sponsored a reso- 
lution to spend CPA funds for a historic records preservation 
program on the same agenda. He still agreed the people had 
a right to choose whether the CPA would remain. 

Councilor Gina Letellier said it costs the average taxpayer 
approximately $28 per year for the CPA fund. While the state 
is spending less money to match the CPA, it still has great 
value to the community and she supported keeping it. 

In addition, no councilors reported having an overwhelm- 
ing number of residents call, email, or comment on removing 
the CPA. 

“T just don’t feel like there’s overwhelming pressure to put 
this on the ballot,’ said Councilor Magovern. “The consen- 
sus is that the CPA has done a lot of good.” 

Councilors Jill Messick and Jill Simpson also said vocally 
they support the CPA. 

After defeating the resolution, the council approved spend- 
ing on the records preservation and the purchase of signs for 
the local cemeteries. They also approved the CPA budget for 
2012.

Wherewith comes ‘The Marching Mohawks’? 


It has been the custom for many years to have school and 
college units adopt a team or group name, sometimes using 
the school colors, such as the Greenfield “Greenies,” the 
Holyoke “Purple Knights” or the Agawam “Brownies.” That 
is a good system. 

In other cases, the school or town history has come into 
play, such as “The Sachem” for an Agawam publication or 
an Indian head or scene on various town items. 

In 1972, when the Agawam High Band had been invited 
to the Northeast Band Championship at Veterans Stadium in 
Philadelphia, there was a request to send a picture and the 
group’s name. In thinking that over, some of the band mem- 
bers, looking at the color guard with the Indian headdresses 
and the use of alliteration, came up with “Agawam Marching 
Mohawks.” 

Even though the Mohawks mostly came from the upper 
part of the state, it was surmised that a few miles wouldn’t 
matter. So that was the start of a new symbol of an Indian 
with feathers for use by the band. 

There was a little controversy for a while about trying to 
change the school emblem, but that was not the idea and 
gradually the symbol also came to be used on other school 
items.

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18th Century style home decor demonstration at Smith House 


The Agawam Historical Association will 
present association member and decorative 
artist, Alice D. Smith, retired curator of edu- 
cation from the Connecticut Valley Histori- 
cal Museums at the Quadrangle in Spring- 
field, Sunday June 26 from 1-4 p.m. at the 
historic Thomas Smith House, 251 North 
West St., Feeding Hills. 

Smith will demonstrate the process of 
stenciling an 18th century floorcloth. Origi- 
nally, floorcloths were made of heavy sail 
cloth painted and stenciled by humble house 
painters and were painted to resemble more 
expensive materials, such as marble and 
decorative woods. Many of the great houses 
in Britain used these decorated floorcloths 
for their entry halls. Floorcloths were also 
painted to simulate Turkish carpets that 
were imported for the Middle East in the 


mid-18th century, mainly from Turkey. They 
are known to us today as Oriental rugs. The 
early households used Turkish rugs as table 
coverings rather than floor coverings. 

The floorcloth industry continued in 
America until the 1860s until the introduc- 
tion of linoleum by Frederick Walton. 

Today, through the efforts of the Historical 
Society of Early American Decoration Inc. 
and a renewed interest in the forgotten arts, 
floorcloths are once again being used and en- 
joyed for their beauty and durability.
